Few 
targets 
notified 
by FBI 


Agency overwhelmed, 
source says; ex-intelligence 
official says that’s no excuse

WASHINGTON — The hackers’ 
targets: The former head of cyber- 
security for the U.S. Air Force. An 
ex-director at the National Security 
Council. A former head of the De- 
fense Intelligence Agency. 

All were caught up in a Russian 
government-aligned cyberespio- 
nage campaign. None was warned 
by the FBI. 

The bureau repeatedly failed to 
alert targets of the Russian hack- 
ing group known as Fancy Bear de- 
spite knowing for more than a year 
that their personal emails were in 
the Kremlin’s sights, an Associated

convictions remain a rarity

ter a high-speed chase. 

A Dallas cop chased a bicyclist off- 
road before striking and killing the 
man with his patrol car. 

Both officers were fired and in-

dicted on criminal charges. Both 
went to trial. Neither went to jail. 

Even as indictments rise and fir- 
ings are upheld, police officers are 
likely to be cleared in the courts. 

Three cases against fired police of- 
ficers are set for trial in December and 
January in Dallas. A fourth case ended 
in a plea agreement this month. 

That includes the murder trial of 
fired Balch Springs Officer Roy Oliver, 
who made national news last spring 
when he fired his patrol rifle into a

WASHINGTON — Con- 
gressional leaders are under 
mounting pressure to re- 
spond swiftly to sexual mis- 
conduct allegations involving 
prominent members, follow- 
ing an outcry from women 
lawmakers who believe their 
male colleagues are being 
treated more gently than of- 
fenders in the private sector. 

“If you look, the media and 
corporate America has been 
firing people,” Rep. Barbara 
Comstock, R-Va., said Sunday 
on ABC’ This Week, noting 
the swift dismissal by CBS 
and PBS of Charlie Rose after 
The Washington Post’s report 
of harassment allegations. 
“We have to have the same 
kind of standards.”
